The great powers, Qreat Britain, 
liYuoo, Italy and Japan, which, wltb. 
the United States, were jmown aa the 
"prlnolpal filled knd uioolated pow- 
ers," are to be Invited to the disarma- 
ment conference. 

The conference is to "be held In ; 
Washington at a time to be mutually 
agreed upon." 

The queatlon of limitation of arma- 
ment has a close relation to Pacific 
and far eastern problems, iind the 
president has Buggeated the powers 
should undertalce. In connection with 
this oonferetaoe, "consideration of all 
matters heSrlng upon their solution 
wltb » view to reaohing a eommon nn- 
derstimdlng with respect to prinolples 
and pollctn In the fair east" 

This has iMen communicated to |he 
powers concerned. China also has 
been invitod to take part In the discus- 
sion relating to the far eastern prob-

Federal Judge Gives First Derision On 
War BJsk Insurance 

die. 

War Risk Insurance, that is, teriit 
or contract Insurance, iasueil by the 
Covernment as a war-time measure 
under the provisions of the War Risk 
Act. is payable to the beneficiary des- 
ignated by the insured, but. should 
this beneficiary die the installments of 
surance becomlnb payable after his 
death shall be dUitrlbated In like man- 
ner a stbe estate of the Insured, de- 
scending to the soldler'i heirs and not 
to the heirs of the beneficiary no mat- 
ter whether a will may have been exe- 
cuted by that beneficiary to the con- 
trary. 

This Is the substance of the decision 
handed down by Federal .ludse Whlt- 
m rein the case of Casserello vs. rnlt- 
fld States recently tried 1n,the District 
Court 0 fthe United States, Scranton. 
Pennsylvania. 

Lawrence Seigie, while in service 
in tbe United SUtes Army, applied for 
$10,000 Insurance designating u bene- 
ficiary "stepborther Patsy Ollette." 

The Insured died October 29, 1918. A 
question as to the Identity of the bene- 
ficiary arose, he having been known 
as Patsy Ollettl, Patrick Oilletto, Pat- 
rick Chllant and other variations of 
the original Italian name. 

Before It had been established tliat 
the designated beneficiary was a full 
brother of the Insured soldier, the 
benflclary died. He left a will naming 
Savino Cassarello as executor of his 
estate .empowered to collect the War 
Risk Insurance Installmnts whteh 
had accmed, as well as those which 
should become due and to tranimit 
these future Installments to the bene- 
ficiary's wife and daughter. 

To effert this the executor brought 
action against the I'nlted Etates. 

As to the lnBtallmenl.4 which had 
accrued prior to the beneficiary's 
death and remaining uhpald at that 
time, there was no dispute. They 
passed according to the beneficiary's 
will as they were already doe the 
benefclary's estate. The contest had 
to do with the tnsUllmeats not yet 
payable wh« the benetldarr iied and 
it waa elaimad b ythe enralor that 
these alao were a part of tha itanafl- 
clary's estaate. 

The Court, however, decided, and 
thereby upheld an opinion of the Gen- 
eral Counsel of the Bureau of War 
Risk Insurance ,that a beneficiary un- 
de rthe War Risk Act Is entitled to in- 
surance installments only so long as 
he Uvea and that thereafter tbe insur- 
ance Insrtallments must be distributed 
to those persons surviving the soldier 
who would be anUUed to the soldier's 
estaate uadar tke lawa of Maalaey of
